Prime Witness 

Garrison's prime witness in 
the preliminary hearing for 
Shaw was Perry R. Rv a 
Baton Rouge insurance man. 

- Russo testified that he heard 
Shaw, Ferrie and Oswal l plot- 
ting in Feme’s apartment in 
September 1963 to kill Kennedy, 

Ferrie, a former airline pilot, 
died Feb. 72 while under inves- 
tigation. The death was attribut- 
ed by the coroner to natural 



causes.
